Everybody Agree* For Once That Iti

Washington, July 14. — President 
Wilson may seem to be most interest- 
ed in getting the peace treaty and 
league of nations ratified, but he is 
nevertheless diving deeply into the 
domestic situations, political, econom 
ic and financial, which have grown 
acute during his absence. 

The president has been told that 
his admiiustration was severely criti- 
cised whife he was in Europe, criti- 
cised for many powers exercised by 
cabinet officers and other subordin- 
ates, and that the people are expect- 
ing him to set his official house in 
order. 

First and foremost among the deli- 
cate problems which stare Mr. Wil- 
son in the face is controversy over 
the postmaster general, Albert Sid- 
ney Burleson. It would be surprising 
indeed, if the president flatly asked 
the postmaster general to resign. He 
has always given ear to Mr. Burle- 
son's observations, and no man in the 
cabinet has spent more of bis time 
talking or thinking about the politi- 
cal fortunes or destiny of Woodrow 
Wilson than the postmaster general. 

Of course, Mr. Burleson's oppo- 
nents, and they are numerous, would 
be glad if the president asked for the 
resignation of the poFtmaster general 
but this is unlikely. What seems 
more plausible is that Mr. Burleson 
himsehF -will offer to withdraw from 
the cabinet. 

Even then Mr. Wilson might con- 
sider that he had even more import- 
ant work for the postmaster general 
than managing the postoffice depart- 
ment — ^he might appoint him on one 
of the numerous international mis- 
sions which are being set up in this 
country and abroad to carry out the 
provisions of the peace treaty, and 
to meet the reeonstmction needs of 
Europe.

Washington, July 15. — The day- 
light saving plan, 'so called, under 
which the clocks of the country 
were turned forward an hour in 
-March and moved back in October, 
will be continued indefinitely. 

This was assured when President 
Wilson's veto of the $33,000,000 
agricultural appropriation bill be- 
cause of its rider repealing the act, 
the house refused by a vote of 247 
to 185 to pass the measure over the 
President's veto. 

Strength mustered by repeal ad- 
vocates were eight votes less than 
the necessary two-thirds of the mem- 
bership present. Party lines were 
disregarded in the voting, members 
from agricultural distriets the source 
of most of the opposition— favoring 
passage of the bill as originally enac- 
ted, with representatives fr<Jta the 
urban districts opposed. 

House advocates of the repeal said 
tonight after the agricultural bill had 
been sent back to the committee for 
ehmmatioji of the repeal provision 
that no further effort would be made 
at this session, perhaps not in this 
Con^iress, which continues in exia- 
e ce until March, 1921, to wipe out 
the day-light saving act. There was 
no indication, they said, that they 
would be able to strengthen their 
forces. 

Senate leaders also stated that no 
effort would be made on their part 
to pass thft appropriation measure 
ovr the President's veto.

Danes and Hollanders Would Seen! to 
Take Big Chancea in the 
North Sea. 

The world'i .strangest dwelling 
places are to be fona^ in Ibe North 
sea, not far from Helgoland^ 

Centuries ago there was a large and 
prosperous Island province, called 
Nordstrand, off the coast of .Schleswlg- 
Holsteln. Storm and earthquake de- 
stroyed It one Sunday niglit, and near- 
ly. 8,000 people were drowned. 

In course of time, however, hitfb 
mounds emerged from the' waters, and 
ultimately venturesome Hollanders 
built their cottages on the suiuinits ot 
these mounds. By snaring fowl and 
wild duck, collecting eggs, oysters, and 
aeals, they managed toAeout a livtng. 

The sea-girt mounds are known as 
"halligen." Kxcept on Oland. the larg- 
est, there are no trees or fuel, except 
that obtained from subriierijed bed'^ 
of peat, and no fresh wyier except 
rain-water crtllecterf In butts. 

Nevertheless, adventurous Danes 
and Hollanders, attracte<t by the thou- 
sands of wild fowl and flsh, continue 
to lite on the "halligen," in spite of 
the fact that four niontbs In the year 
the coarse grass pastures, on which 
cattle Just manage to live, lie under 
water. Sometimes all la swept away. 



Storied Old City. 
Caozig Is one of the most .strongly 
fortified cities in the world, and has 
been so through Its hislory. It waa a 
free city through centuries for the 
same reason that most free dtles of 
the marauding ages were free>-be- 
cause its people bad seised upon the 
naturally powerful def^islve topog- 
raphy of the coimtry surrounding, 
and made Its defenses aluiosi impreg- 
nable.

The chief flndingti of the committee 
are: 

The number of persons In the 
United States addicted to the use of 
drug8.,"ezceeds 1,000,000 at the pres- 
ent time." 

Increase of the drug babit In the 
dry South leads many authorities to 
the conclusion that national iirobibi- 
Oon will swell the number of vicliius 
Of uarciitics. 

Illegitimate supplies of opium and 
other drugs are smuggled from Mex- 
ico and Canada and along the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific coasts and furnished 
to 1,800 organl-ited "dope" [letldiers. 
Summary of Recommendations. | 
The committee's recommenilatlons | 
Inclmle strict enl'orceiiuMit of the pres- 
ent fiMlrral aiii i iiar.'ol ic a' I ; ail'ii-' 
tional federal legi.slacion ; enforcement 
of state laws; concerted action on the 
pa^t of state and mmilclpal govern- 
"ments to suppress the Illicit traftlc;

"Tba number ot individuals addict- 
ed to the use of opium, Its prepara- 
tions or alkaloids, and coca leaves, 
their preparations or alkaloids. In the 

United Stales has at various times 
been estimated to be from '-IMI.iKX) to 
4,0(X),000," says the coininittee. "These 
estiiuates must, however, be looked 
upon as mere guesses. 

"Owing to the lack of laws and reg- 
. alatlons making it compulsory for the 
feglstraflon of addict% it has bei>n im- 
possible for the committee to obtain 
Information which would give the ex- 
act nuniber of addicts In the UnReo 
States. 

Causes of Drug Addiction. 
The causes of drug addiction In the i 
order of frequency were given by po- 
lice authorities as follows: Use of 
physicians' prescriptions, association 
with other addicts, prohibition, use 
of narcotic drugs for chronic diseases, , 
cariosity to learn the effect of the ' 
drug, prostitution, use of patent or ; 
proprietary medicines, use of certain 
narcotic drugs as a 
ness, and use by dentists. . 

"What effect, If any, nation-wide 
prohibition will have on the situation 
oonld not be deflnltely determined by 
tba committee," tba report saya. "The 
eonsensas appears ta be that the num- 
ber of addicts will increase as soon 
as the prohibition laws are enforced. 
This opinion apparently receives some 
support frutn investlgatlq|is made In 
some of tlif* Moutliern states where pro- 
hibition has been In effect for some 
years."

FINDS CLUE TO BURIED GOLD 



Eats a Thousand Insects a Day. 

"A qllff swallow will eat a thousand 
flies, mosquitoes, wheat lidgols or l)ee- i 
ties that injure fruit trees In a day and j 
therefore la to be encouraged," says 
the American Forestry association of 
'Washington. 

"Tbia bird la also known as the cave 
K.^>l^ow, because It plasters its nest 
on ti>e outside of a barn or otliOT bulld- 
tiiA up under the eaves. Colnnles of 
several thousand will build their nest.s 
together' on the side of a clllT. These 
nests shaped like a flattened gourd or 
water bottle are made of hits of clay 
rolled into pellets and lined with straw 
^or feathers, ma bird winters in the 
tropics." 



First "Dust * Explosion. 

Until the .summer of ISTS such a 
thing as a "dust explosion" was un- 
known.

These hunters 
hare killed 70,718 predatory animals 
In the l8.st three years, which ha.s re- 
sulted In a direct saving p.sti mated at 
nearly 5'/^ million dollsrs a year to 
the stockmen of the Rocky Mountain 
section. The total kill consisted of 
00,473 coyotes, 8,094 bobcats, 1,82» 
wolves, 201 mountain Hons and 187 
bears. The pelts <tf the animals kill- 
ed were sold for approximately $100, 
000, which, of course. Is of consider- 
able aid to the governmen' In flnauc- 
Inc the work. In addition to nnlmsls 
klllMl by tmppliig and sliontinK, RTeat 
niiiuhers of eoyoles have been killed 
by the carefully organized poisoning 
campaigns conducted by the biological 
survey.

There Is no commoner cause of hl«- 
torioal-- mfsjudgment than the ten- 
dency to read the events of the past 
too exclusively.-^ the light of Ihe 
present, and so twist the cold and un- 
Cdiiscious reeonl into the training 
service of controversial politics. And 
yet history is inevitably to a great ex- 
tent a. work of the Imagination. No 
good historian is conteint merely to re- 
peat the record of the past He has 
to understand it. to see behind It, to 
find more In It than It actually says. 
He cannot understand without" the u^^e 
of his constructive imagination, and 
he cannot imagine t^flTectlveiy with- 
out the use of his experience. I b.'- 
lieve It is one of the marks of a 
great historian to see both present and 
past, as it were, with the s^e un- 
donded eyci to realise the past story 
as Iflt were now proceeding before 
Urn, and envisage' the pMient much 
In the same per s pec ti ve as It will bear 
when It Is as one chapter, or so many 
pages, in the great volume of the past. 

We know In Gibbon's case how 
much the historian of the Roman em- 
pire leamt from the captain of the 
Hampshire grenadlert. And It would 
surely be folly to tell a man who .had 
lived through the French or Russian 
revolution to forget his own experi- 
ence when he came to treat of similar 
Events in history — Gilbert Murray.
